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THE  MARY  PENROSE  WAYNE  CHAPTER  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  was  organized  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution  April  21,  1901.

The  Chapter  is  named  in  honor  of 
the  wife  of  the  intrepid  General  Anthony  Wayne,  to  whom  the 
West  owes  an  everlasting  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  establishment 
of  peace  and  the  opening  of  the  blood-stained  frontier  to  the 
forces  of  civilization  and  enlightenment.

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ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 
This  society  shall  be  called  The  Mary  Penrose  Wayne 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  II. 
OBJECT   OF   THE    SOCIETY. 

1.  To  foster  a  spirit  of  true  patriotism. 

2.  To  encourage  historical  research  in  relation  to  the 
American  Revolution. 

3.  To  cherish,  maintain  and  extend  the  institutions  of 
America;    to  advocate  appropriate  celebrations  of  all   pa-  / 
triotic  anniversaries.  ' 

4.  To  preserve  the  memory  of  the  noble  women  who 
bore  their  share  in  the  dangers  and  privations  of  the  war 
of  the  Revolution. 

ARTICLE  in. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  Any  woman  not  a  member  of  any  other  Chapter, 
may  be  eligible  for  membership,  who  is  of  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  and  who  is  descended  from  an  ancestor 
who,  with  unfailing  loyalty,  rendered  material  aid  to  the 
cause  of  independence,  as  a  recognized  patriot,  as  a  soldier, 
as  a  sailor,  or  as  a  civil  officer  in  one  of  the  several  Col- 
onies or  States,  or  of  the  United  colonies  or  States;  pro- 
vided, that  the  application  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Na- 
tional and  Local  Societies. 

2.  The  election  of  members  shall  be  as  follows: 
Every  applicant  for  membership  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Board  of  Safety,  said  Board  to  consist  of  three  (3)  mem- 
bers, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Regent  and  known 
only  to  the  Regent. 

3.  If  the  applicant  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  to 
the  Board  of  Safety  and  has  eligibility  established,  the 
application  shall  receive  the  endorsement  of  the  Regent, 
Secretary  and  Registrar,  and  be  forwarded  to  the  Na- 
tional Board  of  Management. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Officers  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  a  Regent,  who 
is  also  a  delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  of  the  Na- 
tional Society;  Vice-Regent,  Recording  Secretary,  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  Treasurer,  Registrar,  Historian  and 
Chaplain. 

2.  These  Officers  shall  form  the  Local  Board  of  Man- 
agement, three  members  to  constitute  a  quorum.  They 
shall  he  elected  by  ballot,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  member 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  years 
successively. 

ARTICLE  V. 
REGENT. 

1.  The  Regent,  or  in  her  absence,  the  Vice-Regent,  or 
in  their  absence,  a  chairman  pro  tem,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings. 

2.  She  shall  preserve  order  and  see  that  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  are  enforced. 

3.  She  shall  issue  credentials  in  the  form  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  election  to  all  Chapter  delegates  to  the  Conti- 
nental Congress,  which  shall  be  signed  by  herself  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  National  Society  shall  direct. 

4.  The  Vice-Regent,  in  the  absence  of  the  Regent, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings. 

5.  The  Vice-Regent  shall  have  complete  charge  of 
the  Relic  Room,  assisted  by  a  committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

RECORDING    SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Chapter  and  the  Local  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, and  together  with  the  presiding  officer  shall  certify 
to  all  acts  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  She  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the  Society, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary-Gen- 
eral of  the  National  Society  and  the  State  Regent. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 
CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY. 
1.     The   Corresponding   Secretary   shall   attend    to   all 
correspondence   of   the   Chapter  and    the   Local    Board   of 
Management;   distribute  all  pamphlets,  circulars  and  sup- 
plies as  directed  by  the  Local  Board  of  Management. 
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2.  She  shall  give  due  notice  of  time  and  place  of  all 
meetings,  notify  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees 
of  their  appointment. 

3.  She  shall  notify  the  State  Regent  and  Secretary- 
General  of  the  election  and  appointment  of  all  Chapter 
officers  and  delegates. 

4.  She  shall  also  notify  the  Registrar-General  of  the 
resignation  or  death  of  any  member  of  the  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  be  custodian  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  She  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer-General  on  or  be- 
fore the  twenty-second  (22nd)  day  of  February  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  (|1.00)  for  each  active  member  of  the  Chapter. 

3.  She  shall  forward  to  the  Treasurer-General  the 
initiation  fees. 

4.  Out  of  the  funds  of  the  Chapter  she  shall  pay  such 
sums  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Chapter,  or  the  Local 
Board  of  Management. 

5.  She  shall  keep  a  true  account  of  the  receipts  and 
payments,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  the  same  to 
the  Chapter,  that  the  Local  Board  may  audit  her  accounts. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
REGISTRAR. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names 
and  dates  of  the  election,  resignation,  or  death  of  any 
member  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  She  shall  also  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the 
duplicates  of  the  applications  for  membership  that  have 
been  approved  by  the  National  Council. 

ARTICLE  X. 
HISTORIAN. 
The  Historian  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  historical  and 
commemorative  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  pre- 
pare for  official  publication,  historical  and  biographical 
sketches  of  members  of  the  Society  or  their  ancestors,  and 
such  other  historical  papers  as  the  Chapter  desires. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
INITIATION   AND   DUES. 
1.     All   fees  and  dues  shall  be  such  as   the   National 
Society  has  prescribed. 


2.  Any  member  who  shall  remain  in  arrears  for  dues 
three  months  after  notice  of  her  Indebtedness  has  been 
sent  her  by  mail  or  messenger,  may  be  dropped  from  the 
rolls  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Local  Board  of  Manage- 
ment; but  not  till  after  two  notices  of  arrears  shall  have 
been  so  sent. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 
MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meeting  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  held 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month  beginning  with  October 
and  ending  with  May,  nine  members  to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Regent  or  by  the  Local  Board, 
or  at  the  request  of  three  members. 

2.  The  Chapter  shall  hold  its  annual  business  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Monday  in  May. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
GUESTS. 

1.  Husbands  of  members  of  the  Society  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Revolution  may  participate  in  the  social 
events  of  the  Chapter,  and  so  may  the  wives  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution  when  their  husbands  are  in- 
vited. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  Mary  Penrose  Wayne  Chapter 
may  invite  a  member  of  any  other  Chapter  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  American  Revolution  as  a  guest  to  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Chapter,  e.xcept  the  Annual  meeting. 

3.  Any  member  entertaining  the  Chapter  shall  be  priv- 
ileged to  invite  guests  at  her  discretion,  except  at  the  An- 
nual meeting.

ARTICLE   II 

1.  To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  tlie  spirit  of  the  men 
and  women  who  achieved  American  Independence,  by  the 
acquisition  and  protection  of  Historical  spots,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  monuments;  by  the  encouragement  of  historical 
research  in  relation  to  the  Revolution  and  the  publication 
of  its  results;  by  the  preservation  of  documents  and  relics, 
and  of  the  records  of  the  individual  services  of  Revolu- 
tionary soldiers  and  patriots  and  by  the  promotion  of  cele- 
brations of  all  patriotic  anniversaries. 

2.  To  carry  out  the  injunction  of  Washington  in  his 
farewell  address  to  the  American  people,  "To  promote,  as 
an  object  of  primary  importance,  institutions  for  the  gen- 
eral diffusion  of  knowledge,"  thus  developing  an  enlight- 
ened public  opinion,  and  affording  to  young  and  old  such 
advantages  as  shall  develop  in  them  the  largest  capacity 
for  performing  the  duties  of  American  citizens. 

3.  To  cherish,  maintain  and  extend  the  institutions  of 
American  freedom,  to  foster  true  patriotism,  and  love  of 
country,  and  to  aid  in  securing  for  mankind  all  tire  bless- 
ings of  liberty.

•Chai-ter  .Member 
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ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  society  shall  be  called  The  Mary  Penrose  Wayne 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

1.  To  foster  a  spirit  of  true  patriotism. 

2.  To  encourage  historical  research  in  relation  to  the 
American  Revolution. 

3.  To  cherish,  maintain  and  extend  the  institutions  of 
America;  to  advocate  appropriate  celebrations  of  all  patri- 
otic anniversaries. 

4.  To  preserve  the  memory  of  the  noble  women  who 
bore  their  share  in  the  dangers  and  privations  of  the  war 
of  the  Revolution. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  Any  woman  not  a  member  of  any  other  Chapter, 
may  be  eligible  for  membership,  who  is  of  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  and  who  is  descended  from  an  ancestor 
who,  with  unfailing  loyalty,  rendered  material  aid  to  the 
cause  of  independence,  as  a  recognized  patriot,  as  a  soldier, 
as  a  sailor,  or  as  a  civil  officer  in  one  of  the  several  Col- 
onies or  States,  or  of  the  United  colonies  or  States;  pro- 
vided, that  the  application  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Na- 
tional and  Local  Societies. 

2.  The  election  of  members  shall  be  as  follows: 
Every  applicant  for  membership  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Board  of  Safety,  said  Board  to  consist  of  three  (3)  mem- 
bers, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Regent  and  known  only 
to  the  Regent. 

3.  If  the  applicant  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Safety  and  has  eligibility  established,  the  applica- 
tion shall  receive  the  endorsement  of  the  Regent,  Secretary 


and  Registrar,  and  be  forwarded  to  the  National  Board  of 
Management. 

ARTICLK  IV. 
OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Officers  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  a  Regent,  who 
is  also  a  delegate  to  the  Continental  Congress  of  the  Na- 
tional Society;  Vice-Regent,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  Treasurer,  Registrar,  Historian  and 
Chaplain. 

2.  These  Officers  shall  form  the  Local  Board  of  Man- 
agement, three  members  to  constitute  a  quorum.  They 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  the  annual  meeting.  No  member  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  same  office  for  more  than  two  years  suc- 
cessively. 

ARTICLE  V. 
REGENT. 

1.  The  Regent,  or  in  her  absence,  the  Vice-Regent,  or 
in  their  absence,  a  chairman  pro  tem,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings. 

2.  She  shall  preserve  order  and  see  that  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  are  enforced. 

3.  She  shall  issue  credentials  in  the  form  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  election  to  all  Chapter  delegates  to  the  Continental 
Congress,  which  shall  be  signed  by  herself  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  National  Society  shall  direct. 

4.  The  Vice-Regent,  in  the  absence  of  the  Regent, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings. 

5.  The  Vice-Regent  shall  have  complete  charge  of  the 
Relic  Room,  assisted  by  a  committee. 


ARTICLE  VI. 
RECORDING  SECRET.ARY. 

1  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Chapter  and  the  Local  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, and  together  with  the  presiding  officer  shall  certify 
to  all'  acts  of  the  Chapter. 

2  She  shall  prepare  the  annual  report  of  the  Society, 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary-General 
of  the  National  Society  and  the  State  Regent. 


ARTICLE  VII. 
CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

1.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to  all 
correspondence  of  the  Chapter  and  the  Local  Board  of 
Management;  distribute  all  pamphlets,  circulars  and  sup- 
plies as  directed  by  the  Local  Board  of  Management. 

2.  She  shall  give  due  notice  of  time  and  place  of  all 
meetings,  notify  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees 
of  their  appointment. 

3.  She  shall  notify  the  State  Regent  and  Secretary- 
General  of  tlie  election  and  appointment  of  all  Chapter 
officers  and  delegates. 

4.  She  shall  also  notify  the  Registrar-General  of  the 
resignation  or  death  of  any  member  of  the  Chapter. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 
TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  be  custodian  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  She  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer-General  on  or  be- 
fore the  fifth  (5th)  day  of  January  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  for  each  active  member  of  the  Chapter. 

3.  She  shall  forward  to  the  Treasurer-General  the 
initiation  fees. 

4.  Out  of  the  funds  of  the  Chapter  she  shall  pay  such 
sums  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Chapter,  or  the  Local 
Board  of  Management. 

5.  She  shall  keep  a  true  account  of  the  receipts  and 
payments,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  the  same  to 
the  Chapter,  tliat  the  Local  Board  may  audit  her  accounts. 


ARTICLE  IX. 
REGISTRAR. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names 
and  dates  of  the  election,  resignation,  or  death  of  any 
member  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  She  shall  also  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the 
duplicates  of  the  applications  for  membership  that  have 
been  approved  by  the  National  Council. 


ARTICLE  X. 

HISTORIAN. 

The  Historian  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  historical  and 
commemorative  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  and  shall  prepare 
for  official  publication,  historical  and  biographical  sketches 
of  members  of  the  Society  or  their  ancestors,  and  such 
other  historical  papers  as  the  Chapter  desires. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

INlTI.\TION  AND  DUES. 

1.     All   fees  and  dues   shall  be   such   as   the   National 
Society  has  prescribed. 

-  2.  Any  member  who  shall  remain  in  arrears  for  dues 
three  months  after  notice  of  her  indebtedness  has  been 
sent  her  by  mail  or  messenger,  may  be  dropped  from  the 
rolls  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Local  Board  of  Manage- 
ment; but  not  till  after  two  notices  of  arrears  shall  have 
been  so  sent. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

MEETINGS. 

1.  The  regular  meeting  of  this  Chapter  shall  be  held 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month  beginning  with  October 
and  ending  with  May,  (nine  members  to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business.)  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Regent  or  by  the  Local 
Board,  or  at  the  request  of  three  members. 

2.  The  Chapter  shall  hold  its  annual  business  meeting 
on  the  first  Monday  in  May. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 
GUESTS. 

1.  Husbands  of  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Revolution  may  participate  in  tlie  social  events 
of  the  Chapter,  and  so  may  the  wives  of  the  Sons  of  the 
American  Revolution  when  their  husbands  are  invited. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  Mary  Penrose  Wayne  Chapter 
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I  believe  in  the  United  States  of  America  as  a  gov- 
ernment of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people; 
whose  just  powers  are  derived  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed ;  a  democracy  in  a  republic ;  a  sovereign 
Nation  of  many  sovereign  States;  a  perfect  Union, 
one  and  inseparable;  established  npon  those  prin- 
ciples of  freedom,  equality,  justice  and  humanity  for 
•which  American  patriots  sacrificed  their  lives  and 
fortunes.
